PLATFORM IN FULL. 


The great principles of justice and 


self-government upon which the De- 
mocracy of Ohio is nil'ted are set 
forth in the following declaration: 


In the eternal struggle between the 


many who produce more than they 
enjoy and the few who enjoy nioie 
than they produce. Democracy takes 
its stand with the many, and sets its 
face against the privileges, outlawed 
or legalized, by which they are de- 
spoiled. 


We bolieve that the cure for the 


supposed ills of democracy is more 
lemocracy: that to the people belongs -: 


lot The shadow merely of pol'tical au- 
hority. but its substance, and that the 
ower to initiate new laws and to re- 
•iew the acts of their representatives 
s essential to the preservat'on of nop- 
ilar sovereignty. We. therefore, favor 
lie initiative and referendum in state 
md local matters, and the principle 
hat questions submitted to the elec- 
ors should be determined by a ma- 
.ority of the votes cast thereon. 


We believe in free and unqualified 


lorne rule for the cities and villages 
jf Ohio, leaving them free to decide 
for themselves matters of local policy. 
.ncluding the question of public or pri- 
vate ownership of public utilities. 


We denounce the existing system of 


taxation in Ohio as inequitable and 
ansound, and demand such a revision 
jf it as will establish a just and equit- 
able system. 


We declare in favor of the franchise 


tax and demand the passage of laws 
imposing taxes upon the value added 
to the tangible property of public ser- 
vice corporations by the 
franchises 


which they enjoy. 


We point to the child-labor law 


passed at the recent session of the 
general assembly as a Democratic 
measure, and demand further legisla- 
tion in this behaif, as well as the 
establishment by law of an eight-hour 
day on public work. 


We favor the protection of employes 


in shops, mines, factories and trans- 
portation service by the passage of an 
employers' liability act. 


We favor the passage of a law lim- 


iting the power of judges to issue in- 
junctions in labor disputes without 
notice and opportunity to be heard. 


We favor lioeral appropriations by 


the general assembly for the better- 
ment of the roads and the rehabilita- 
tion of the canals of the state.

government admits, under a revenue 
duty only.

on resolutions submitted the platform. 
A ue committee uad toiled far into the 
night and its report was awaited with 
Interest. 
Close attention was given 


the reading of the several planks, the 
declaration for William 
J. Bryan 


arousing the enthusiam of the dele- 
gates to a high pitch. Following is 
the platform in full, as adopted today 
by the convention: 


PLATFORM IN FULL. 


The great principles of justice and 


self-government upon which the De- 
mocracy of Ohio is united are set 
forth in the following declaration: 


In the eternal struggle between the 


many who produce more than they 
enjoy and the few who enjoy more 
than they produce. Democracy takes 
its stand with the many, and sets its 
face against the privileges, outlawed 
or legalized, by which they are de- 
spoiled. 


We hrlieve that the cure for the 


supposed ills of dewociacy is more 
lemocracy; That to the people belongs - 
lot the shadow merely of pol tic-^1 au- 
hority, but its substance, and that tho 
.ower to initiate new la\\s and to re- 
"iew the acts of their representatives 
s essential to the preservation of pop- 
ilar sovereignty. We, therefore, favor 
he initiative and referendum in state 
ind local matters, and the principle 
hat questions submitted to the elect- 
ors should be determined by a ma- 
jority of the votes cast thereon. 


We believe in free and unqualified 


lome rule for the cities and villages 
jf Ohio, leaving them free to decide 
for themselves matters of local policy, 
.Deluding the question of public or pri- 
vate ownership of public utilities. 


We denounce the existing system of 


taxation in Ohio as inequitable and 
unsound, and demand such a revision 
jf it as will establish, a just and equit- 
able system. 


We declare in favor of the franchise 


tax and demand the passage of laws 
imposing taxes upon the value added 
to the tangible property of public ser- 
vice corporations by the franchises 
which they enjoy. 


We point to the child-labor law 


passed at the recent session of the 
general assembly as a Democratic 
measure, and demand further legisla- 
tion in this behalf, as well as the 
establishment by law of an eight-hour 
day on public work. 


We favor the protection of employes 


in shops, mines, factories and trans- 
portation service by the passage of an 
employers' liability act. 


We favor the passage of a law lim- 


iting the power of judges to issue in- 
junctions in labor disputes without 
notice and opportunity to be heard. 


We favor liberal appropriations by 


the general assembly for the better- 
ment of the roads and the rehabilita- 
tion of the canals of the state. 


The state government is now con- 


trolled and administered by the Re- 
publican machine in opposition to the 
expressed will of the people. Every

motive which 


swelled the tide of popular indigna- 
tion against Republican rule in Ohio 
three years ago exists now, and is in- 
tensified by the further and accid*"V 
ta* lease ol sower In hostility to the 
popular will.

A sensational attack on Judson 


Harmon, former attorney general cf 
the United States and candidate for 
governor, was made by Mayor John- 
son in a speech to the convention. He 
declared that it would be a mistake 
for the party to nominate a candidate 
for governor wno was an attorney for 
for a railroad, who was allied with 
the railroad interests and opposed to 
the initiative and referendum and the 
franchise tax. His mention of the 
name of Judson Harmon, however, 
brought forth the most notable de- 
monstration of the evening session 
of the convention. 


Mayor Johnson, according to present 


plans, will attempt to prevent the 
nomination of Harmon, 
who is 
the 


candidate of the anti-Johnson forces 
for governor, by having the name of 
A. P. Sandles of Ottawa county, clerk 
of the Ohio senate, presented to the 
convention 
in 
addition 
to that of 


Atlee Pomereae of Canton, in the ex- 
pectation 
of drawing, votes 
from 


Harmon. 


The great hall was packed when 


Chairman Kloeb of the Democratic 
state central committee rapped the 
convention to order. Prayer was of- 
fered by Rev. Paul F. Hein of Valley 
Crossing, the chaplain. Former Mayor 
Moore was then introduced as tem- 
porary chairman and he at once pro- 
ceeded to deliver the keynote. 


Chairman Moore, in 
his 
keynote 


speech, declared that President Roose- 
velt is vying with William J. Bryan 
in his championship of principles that 
the Democratic party advocates. He 
said in part: 


"We find no fault with the honest 


accumulation of property. 
It is the 


encroachments 
of predatory wealth 


and we denounce special privilege in 
whatever form it rears its hydra-head. 


"We denounce it when it takes the 


form of a trust bleeding tariff, that 
under the guise of offering protection 
that we seek to restrain. 
Nor is our 


quarrel so much with the possessors 
of even predatory wealth. Our battle 
is rather with the methods, legalized 
and unlegalized, that mak« easy its 
accumulation; that levy a tax upon 
the labor and industry of the many 
for the benefit of the privileged few; 
to American labor, permits a swollen 
trust to raise the price of its products 
and to decrease the price of its labor, 
while by the same agency the cost of 
living is enhanced, thereby laying a 
double burden upon the toller. 


"The president has the power to 


make reciprocity treaties. But he has 
been so busy in fulminating paper 
pellets to hurl at the trusts, that he 
has not found time to lighten the 
cost of living to the poor, or to in- 
crease the exportation of our pro- 
ducts by the exercise of this power." 


Chairman Moore charged that the 


Republican 
state 
ticket, 
recently 


nominated, was named at the behest 
and dictation of a trumvirate of boss- 
es, at the head of which was Geo. B. 
Cox. 


Mr. Moore declared the Democratic 


convention should indorse a candidate 
fur United States senator, 
saying: 


''To those Democrats who put prin- 
ciple above policy. I need only to say 
that for many years the Democratic 
party has been advocating the se- 


j lection of senators by the direct vote 
I of the people. In the present state 


j of our constitution, the endorsement 


of senatorial candidates by party con- 
ventions is the nearest approach to 
this so much to be desired reform." 


Mayor Johnson's Attack. 


Following the speoch of Chairman 


Moore there were cries 
for 
Mayor 


Johnson, who addressed the conven- 
tion. He followed up his attack upon 
Judson Harmon, candidate for gov- 
ernor, made earlier in the day in a 
signed statement, in his address to 
the convention. Mayor Johnson as- 
sailed the political record 
of 
the 


former attorney general of the United 
Slates and declared his position on 
some -of ,«»•"•' leadin 


party. Said Mayor Johnson: 


"Wo aie here from the greatest

we are not asking for a thing at your 
hands.
